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1952  ANNUAL  REPORT 
CIVIL  DEFENSE  ORGANIZATION 


Thanks  to  the  cooperation  and  participation  of  the  Se- 
lectmen, the  Town  (  )fficers,  and  approximately  one  hundred 
of  the  townspeople  the  Civil   Defense  had  a  reasonably  suc- 
t  ssful  year. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Incoming  Warning  Signals 
Organization  and  the  Ground  Observation  Corps  matters 
were  quiet,  although  everything  was  and  is  set  up  for  action 
hi  case  of  emergency. 

We  received  several  incoming  test  warnings  from  the 
Filter  Station  in  Manchester  alerting  the  telephone  and  siren 
warning  systems,  but  of  course  these  tests  were  not  carried 
down  to  the  individual  line  or  person  level.  People  will  not, 
as  individuals,  he  warned  except  in  case  of  a  real  emergency, 
when  the  sirens  in  both  sections  of  town  will  sound  their 
long  wavering  three  minute  blast.  The  All  Clear  is  thxee 
one  minute  blasts  with  a  minute  interval  between  each. 

The  telephone  will  function  this  way  in  emergency: 
Doris  Bowdoin,  the  Postmaster  at  the  Corner,  when  she  gets 
her  alert  from  Manchester,  will  phone  her  two  assistants, 
Mrs.  Hattie  Kelly  at  Lower  Gilmanton,  and  Mrs.  Emma 
I 'rice  at  the  Iron  Works,  and  they  in  turn  will  call  their 
assistants  on  each  phone  line,  and  the  latter  in  turn  will  call 
everybody  on  their  own  line. 

The  Ground  Observation  Post  on  Frisky  Hill  was 
manned  (or  womanned  I  a  hundred  percent  for  three  months. 
with  a  gradual  dropping  off  of  active  personnel  until  the 
winter  months  cut  it  down  to  the  operating  minimum.  Vs 
soon  as  the  weather  is  a  little  better  the  people  will  be  asked 
to  cover  once  again  a  hundred  per  cent. 

The  Air  Force  was  particularly  pleased  with  the  job 
done  by  the  Town  of  Gilmanton,  and  so  stated  on  several 

occasions  officially  and  unofficially.  They  were  highly  com- 
plimentary at  the  turn  out  on  Frisky  Hill  for  the  pictures 
(posted    in    the    Post    Offices   and   at    the    Post)    and    at    the 

group  which  attended  the  showing  of  the  Air  Force  Films 
at  the  Academy.    The)  requested  and  got  a  newspaper  story 
on  the  activities  on  the  Hill  (set-  1  .aconia  Citizen  issue  of  Nfo 
vember  29th,  1952)  and  have  further  requested  a  stor)   for 

the  Air    Force   Leaflet    for  the    February  or   March  number. 
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which  story  will  show  Mrs.  Schultz  and  Mrs.  Thistle  doing 
a  weaving  job  al  a  loom  to  be  set  up  in  the  Post. 

Although  it  is  more  or  less  officially  admitted  that  the 
nn\-n  has  done  one  of  the  best  jobs  al  Ground  Observation 
in  the  State,  they  tell  us  quietly  and  firmly  that  (a)  all  towns 
must  get  that  way,  and  that  (b)  the  I  etter  we  arc  the  better 
we  have  to  get!  There  does  not  appear  to  be  the  slightest 
chance  Eor  a  lessening  of  the  care  and  watchfulness  neces- 
sary, and  it  is  pretty  near  a  certainty  that  we  arc  going  to  be 
asked  —  as  arc  all  towns  —  for  still  more  action. 

The  reason  is  that  these  towns  of  ours  out  here  in  the 
country  arc  the  truly  valuable  set  ups,  for  they  give  the 
warning  long  before  the  planes  get  to  wdiere  they  will  do  the 
real  damage.  By  spotting  planes  here  we  get  our  interceptor 
plans  in  the  air  in  time  to  blast  the  incoming  enemy  bombers, 
thus  preventing  disaster  and  the  sending  to  us  of  the  refugees 
which  the  dropping  of  bombs  will  cause. 

A  second  small  building  is  to  be  put  up  on  the  hilltop. 
And  if  anybody  has  any  old  comfortable  chairs  that  he  wants 
to  contribute  and  magazines  or  hooks  that  aren't  working, 
they  would  he  much  appreciated,  for  those  hours  get  long 
even  in  that  comfortably  wrarm  room,  especially  in  the  night 
shift.  Just  bring  them  up  and  put  them  in,  or  if  you  prefer, 
somebody  will  come  and  get  them. 

And.  we  need  more  watchers  —  men,  women,  and  boys. 
Girls,  too,  if  they  are  properly  chaperoned.  The  idea  is  to  get 
complete  coverage  for  all  168  hours  per  week,  but  to  ar- 
range it  so  that  each  person  takes  a  two  hour  stretch  only 
once  every  two  weeks.  To  do  that  a  good  many  more 
people  are  needed.  Won't  you  add  your  name  to  the  list 
of  people  who  have  already  done  such  a  fine  job?  Call 
Howard  Osier.  Supervisor,  or  the  undersigned,  or  any  one 
of  the  day  or  night  supervisors  listed  below.

ADDITION  AT  GILMANTON   [RON  WORKS 

SCHOOL 

The  annex  to  the  Gilmanton  In  n  Works  School  which 
was  constructed  by  the  Selectmen  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
.Myrtle  Marsh  Fund  will  result  in  a  more  unified  school  and 
program. 

The  large  basement  will  give  the  opportunity  to  estab- 
lish an  excellent  school  lunch  program.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Parent  Teacher  Association  and  individual  citizens  will  assist 
in  raising  funds  for  equipment  and  storage  so  that  the  chil- 
dren will  enjoy  the  same  excellent  school  lunch  services  as 
are  being  furnished  at  the  Gilmanton  Corner  school. 

It  is  highly  recommended  that  the  program  operate  un- 
der the  Federal  Aid  Program  Eor  School  Lunches.  The 
Federal  Government  pays  .<><>  per  pupil  Eor  each  lunch  served 

and  also   furnishes  excellent   food  commodities,  such  as  tur- 
keys, ham,  butter,  cheese,  and  all  forms  of  canned  vegetables 

and    fruits.

It  is  almost  im- 
possible to  fill  teaching  positions  because  of  the  scarcity  of 
elementary  school  teachers  and  the  desire  of  those  who  are 
available  to  teach  one  grade.  Higher  salaries  would  prob- 
ably help  to  secure  and  hold  good  teachers. 

RESIGNATION   OF  MRS.   DOROTHY   RUSK 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Rusk  moved  to  Belmont  and  resigned 
from  the  School  Board.     She  was  nil  excellent  board  m<  m- 
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her  and  was  in  charge  of  one  of  the  best  lunch  programs 
in  a  New  Hampshire  school.  She  was  also  very  successful, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  and 
other  citizens,  in  securing  many  improvements  in  the  Gil- 
manton  Corner  School. 

The  School  Board  meetings  are  held  regularly  and  all 
board  members  are  very  intereste  1  in  the  schools.  The 
School  Board  and  Superintendent  will  be  very  pleased  to  re- 
ceive suggestions  from  parents  and  interested  cilizens  con- 
cerning the  improvement  of  the  schools  and  the  opportun- 
if  children  to  learn.
